RESOLUTION 

Nnu Delhi, the 17th August 1959 

No. 24-MT(6)/52.-Thc Merchant Navy Training Committee 
appointed by the Government of India in 1947 to examine 
the problem of growing shortage of Merchant Navy Officers 
in the country and to make suitable recommendations, truer 
alia, made a recommendation that a Merchant Navy Train- 
ing Board comprising representatives of Government, Mer- 
chant Navy Officers and Ratings, etc. should be set up under 
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the Chairmanship of the Director General of Shipping to 
advise Government on all training problems and to super- 
vise training imparted in the various Merchant Navy 
establishments. 

When the Merchant Navy’ Training Committee's recom- 
mendation was received, there was only one Merchant Navy 
Institution in the country, namely, T. S. "DUFFERIN” and 
this Institution was being administered by a Governing Body 
consisting of representatives of shipowners. Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry. Maritime State Governments, 
Duffcrin Old Cadets Association etc. It was felt that while 
the establishment of a Merchant Navy Training Board had 
undoubted advantages, the proper time to set it up would 
only be when other training institutions recommended by 
the Committee had been established and started functioning 
in a fully organised manner. Since, then, five other im- 
portant establishments have been set up, namely, Directorate 
of Marine Engineering Training Nautical and Engineering 
College, T, S. "BHADRA”, T. S. "MEKHALA" and T. E. 
“NAVLAKIJT 1 ’. These five institutions have now attained full 
stature. Also, with the steadily expanding Merchant Navy, 
the demand for Merchant Navy Officers and ratings has in- 
creased and the problems that now arise in connection with 
the training and employment of Merchant Navy Officers and 
ratings arc surh as to require consideration in a co-ordinated 
manner, I ime, is, therefore, considered ripe now for estab- 
lishing a Board to advise Government on the cm lie Merchant 
Navy Training Programme. The Government of India have 
accordingly decided in pursuance of the recommendation 
made by the Merchant Navy Training Commi.tee referred 
to above, to set up a Merchant Navy "Training Board with
